Other: In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner 
recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed 
invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 
958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, examiner provided a motivation for utilizing Lithium Niobate for low 
manufacturing constraints (See office action mailed 6/16/06). However, examiner would like to further clarify the known motivation of 
using Lithium Niobate as a material in electro-optic modulator as taught by Hallemeier et al. (US 6,198,855). In col. 2, lines 14-24, 
Hallemeier Patent '855 discloses that Lithium Niobate provides long term temperature stability and the crystallographic orientation of 
Lithium Niobate provides high modulation efficiency. Please note, this is not a change in examiner's ground of rejection but to 
courteously provide applicant with evidence of a known motivation to clarify the issue. Therefore, the finality of the rejection mailed
